I. (Four Times Amended) Clear, or translucent liquid fabric softener composition 
comprising: 

A. from about 2% to about 80% by weight of the composition of fabric softener; 

B. a principal solvent having a ClogP of fiiom about -2.0 to about 2.6 present at a 
level of from about 1% to about 40% by weight of the composition; 

C. from about 0.5% to about 1 0% by weight of the composition of electrolyte; 

D. from about 0.1% to about 15% by weight of the composition of phase stabilizer 
selected from the group consisting of:
